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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a coated article, classified in class 428, subclass 432. 

II. Claims 4-10, drawn to a method of coating, classified in class 427, subclass 446. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group II and Group I are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). The 
method can create a materially different product. The product requires that the coating is blue in 
transmission, which is not required by the method. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Jacques Miles on September 29, 2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-3. Affirmation 
of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 4-10 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).

6. Figure 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because the figure fail to show the color of 
the samples in relation to the examples shown in Table I, as described in the specification. The 
figure is unclear as presented. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of 
the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of 
this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by United States 
Patent no. 5,693,134, Stephens. 

Regarding claims 1-3 

Stephens discloses a pigment comprised of a substrate with a coating of Cu x Mn 3 -x0 4 (x- 
1.4 or 1.5) which can have a blue color in transmission, (column 6, lines 32-37, and Table 1), 
meeting the requirements of claim 1 and 3. The substrate can be can be made of glass, (column 

8, lines 35-37, claim 6), meeting the requirements of claim 2. 

9. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United States 
Patent no. 5,252,949, Kirby et al. 
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Regarding claims 1 and 3 

Kirby et al disclose the use of a thin film of Cui+ x Mn2-x0 4 -y (x=0-1.5 and y=0-0.25) 
placed on a substrate, (column 6, lines 7-26), meeting the requirements of claims 1 and 3. 

A chemical composition and its properties are inseparable. MPEP 2112.02. Because the 
prior art exemplifies the applicant's claimed composition in relation to the copper oxide and 
manganese oxide film, the claimed physical property relating to the film having a blue color in 
transmission is inherently present in the prior art. Absent an objective evidentiary showing to the 
contrary, the addition of the claimed physical property to the claim language fails to provide 
patentable distinction over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

United States Patent no. 5,670,949 discloses the use of a Cu x Mn 3 -x0 4 thin film on a 
substrate.
